It is essential, therefore, that you 
must bear in mind that the Town 
MUST have revenue to pay accounts 
and to have revenue we must have 
taxes.. Nc taxes, or if you wish to 
‘call them levies, can be devised 
which are not more or less unpleas- 
ant. A corporate body must have 
revenue to carry on business, and 
this comes under two headings. 
First—uncontrollable: such as de- 
benture issues (along with the in- 
terest), waterworks, old age pen- 
sions, widows’ allowances, _ school 
requisitions, supplementary revenue 
tax and hospital. Second—control- 
lable: such as streets, sidewalks, 
street lights, health, fire hall main- 
tenance, and general expenses. 

If we do not create any further 
debenture debt; are very careful of 
our controllable expenditures and 
the coilection of taxes remains 
about the same as this year’s level, 
‘we will be able to meet our obliga- 
tions and preserve our credit; if we 
wish to cherish public credit, one 
method of preserving it is to use it 
as sparingly as possible—avoiding 
the accumulation of debt, shunning 
the occasions of expense—and the 
dischange of debentures, when they 
become due; but it is necessary that 
the public opinion should co-operate 
aothat these principles can be car- 
ried out by your Council. 

Regarding the franchise held by 
the Wainwright Gas Co, which was 
to have expired in August 1935—but 
on account of the authorization hav- 


ing been spread over a number of, - 


years extending to the end of De- 
cember 1936—which was some six- 
teen months beyond the life of the 
original franchise, and through some 
misunderstanding not taken into 
consideration at the expiration per- 
iod in August last, Councillor Link 
and myself, representing the Town 
of Wainwright, along with Mr. W.

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THE PLACE OF DURUM WHEAT 


The pieadselinn ‘a ai wheat is 
confined mainly to southeastern 
Saskatchewan and southwestern 
Manitoba, but of late years it bas 
been found scattered over western 
Saskatchewan, to which this arte 
especially refers. 

Durum wheat has largé, hard ker- 
nels of amber colour. The plant 
stools little and has large, bearded 


ily shows weakness. Durum wheats 
are usually high in protein but are 
not used for bread making because 
of the heavy, sticky and ghey dough 
Its use is for such products as ma- 
caroni, semolina, spaghetti, 
celli and puffed wheat. 

The quality durum variety is Min- 
dum which has yielded almost twen- 
ty per cent less than Marquis in an 
eight-year average at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Scott. Con- 
sequentiy the grower must . have 
considerable advantage in price for 
|durum before the returns equal the 
better varieties of bread wheats. At 
time of writing (January, 1936) the 
price is not in. favour of durum. 
Usually durums are later in matur- 
ity with a consequent greater frost 
hazard. They are susceptible to 
smuts but quite resistant to stem 
rust. Common bread wheats are re- 
duced in grade when they contain 
m:xtures of durum which are easily 
recognized because of size and colour 
of the kernels. 

Under existing conditions, durum 
wheat has no place in western Sas- 
katchewan and may have some vaiue 
in the southeastern part of the prov- 
ince where rust is prevalent, until 
such time as rust resistant wheats 
are available in sufficient quantity.

preme Court that the crop control 
features of the Agricultural Ad- 
ministration Act, both in the orig- 
inal law and the amendments passed 
last Summer, are unconstitutional. 

The Federal Government, the high 
court held in its six-to-three decision 
has no power to regulate agricul- 
ture. That is one of the rights ne- 
ver delegated to the Congress and 
therefore specifically reserved to the 
States by the 10th Amendment. 

It was a far more sweeping deci- 
sion than most Washington observ- 
ers had expected. The Administra- 
tion was prepared for a ruling that 
the processing taxes and their distri- 
bution in benefit payment to farmers 
for crop reduction were not Consti- 
tutional. Indeed, the main purpose 
of the AAA amendments of 1935 
was to get around such a possible 
verdict by the Supreme Court. 

Sweeping Decision 

After declaring the 
taxes and their distribution in bene- 
fit payments were beyond the power 
of Congress, because they were not 
applied to the “general welfare’ but 
to a limited. class,” and that Con- 
gress had improperly delegated to 
the Executive the appropriation of 
public funds, the decision, read by 
Justice Roberts, went farther still.

DOES KILL BUSINESS 
Last week the Hastings Star was 
published for the last time. It was 
established in 1879 by the late Ma- 
jor John A. Howard and had been 
publihed continuously for the past 
fifty-seven years.
